well have been held in London, 
especially as, since the Comte 
de Martel’s withdrawal, nothing, 
whatever has been done by tl 
Body to advance a settlement.

Let ail read, hear and 
obey.” 
JAnd these threats he repeats in 
slightly different words to our! 
representative. Yet the plain 
fact is that during the past few’ 
Jdays there has been a violent 
freerudescence of intimidation and 
kidnapping, and although the 
Fengtien authorities have been! 
alert to release men whose where- 
Jabouts could be pointed out, there 
has as yet been no sign of that 
instant retribution which the 
proclamations promise and the 
jerime unquestionably deserves. 

It must be admitted that Gen- 
Jeral Shing is in a difficult posi- 
tion. ‘The momentum which the 
strike has acquired during its 
weeks of unchecked progress is 50

China which we publish to-tay is 
accompanied by a letter saying

differ on the same subject. No 
reader will have forgotten the| 
former statement addressed by 
the N.C. C. to the Municipal 
Council and the widespread re- 
probation it evoked, a feeling in 
which even some of the 1,100 
missionaries who, we are told, 
elected the N. C. C., emphatical 
ly shared, But, of course, to 
Getermined natures criticism only 
acts as a spur to further actior 
otherwise the world would prob- 
ably be considerably more peace- 
ful than it is to-day. 




















‘The constitution of the N. C. C. 
Executive Committee is inte 
ing. 


It consists of twenty-o 
nine foreign and twelve

hai. ‘The chairman is Dr. David 
Yui, who in times past has enjoy-

of the secretaries of the Com-

THE EXPLOSION IN 
POOTUNG 

|4% Tons of Gunpowder Go Off 

in Kiangnan Magazine: 
Lives Lost 


‘The cause of the big explosion 
which woke up so many people at 
Jabout 2 a.m, Tuesday was made 
plain enough later in the morning. 
Two hundred and forty cases of 
gunpowder, weighing in all about 
four and a quarter tons, went off 
in the Kiangnan Arsenal powder 
magazine, which lies on the Poo- 
tung side of the river, opposite 
Lunghua Pagoda, about’ five miles 
from the centre of the Shanghai 
Bund and one and three quarter 
miles from the Kiangnan Arsenal, 

Ordinarily there are 20 or 30 men 
fon duty at the magazine; but very 
fortunately most of them were 
absent. It is feared, however, that 
five or six lines were lest but of

‘The Council's Clear Right to Deal with the Events of May and. 
Order an Inquiry on Its Own Authority 


Article 24 of the Land Regula- 
tions clearly states the relationship 
hetween the Council and its officers 
and servants. According to this 
article the Couneil may dismiss or 
remove any officer or servant from 
Mime to ime ate dacretion, 

erein lies the disciplinary power 
of the Gouncil over its paid em- 
ployees. 

Although we have quoted this in 
‘previous discussion of the powers 
‘of the Shanghai Muneipal Gounell 
it mast now be repeated for tho 

































that paid officials have committed 
breaches of the peace for which 
they should be punished. 

‘The power of the Countil i, 
however, limited in ono respect, 
Th accordance with Article 26 of 
the Land Regulations, persons who 
‘act in the execution’ of these re- 
gulations are not to be personally 
Mable for their conduct, The

The right of the Council to 


control its servants, to fix their’ 





salaries, wages llowances, to 
govern them, to 
them is not an unusual right of any 
public or private organization as 
without such a provision no or- 
ganization could conduct its busi- 
ress and prevent its paid employees 
from abusing it or destroying it. 
‘The Council then is fully respon- 
sible to the ratepayers for the 
conduct of its employees and its 
‘own moral position and the respect 
of the community towards it de- 
pends to a large extent upon it 
capacity to control its employees, 
its willingness to discipline them, 
and ‘them 
from exceeding their powers. The 
Council is, by the Land Regulations 
therefore, empowered to take such 
steps as may be necessary to in- 
vestigate the conduct of 
ployee and if upon investigation it 
is found that he has exceeded his 
instructions, has been negligent of 
duties, has been careless in his 
fulfilment’ of his duties or has so 
conducted himself as to Tower the 
Council in the esteem of the com- 
to suspend or dismiss him. 
A judicial inquiry is nothin; mot 
than that and it therefore must 
be clear that in accordance with 
Article 24 the Council is not only 
within its rights in ordering such 
‘an inquiry. but is bound by the 
inherent character of a controlling 
body to order such ‘an investige-

Inadvisuble and Dangerous 


Such a sweeping condemnation 
of the students’ endeavour to show 
sympathy with the poor is held ‘by 
many unwise if not sinister in 
motive, In likeness may we not 
also take to heart that such an 
unwarranted charge as that of Mr. 
‘A. Kok directed against the liberal- 
thinking Christian “Chinese is in- 
advisable and dangerous? On the 
other hand we would also say that 
any attempt to diserodit the Chineso 
Church by associating it with 
Bolshevism with the hope of 
alienating Chinese sympathy will 
defeat its own purpose. For inst- 
ance the Christian General, Marshal 
ig Yu hhas been lately 
widely advertised by a certain 
paper as Wo 
are not here to defend him, but ac- 
cording to Reuter Marshal Feng

What is Bolshevism? 

After some digression let us com 
back to our subject, “Is Chine 
Christianity turning’ into Bolshe 
ism?” Let us first seo what 
Bolshevism is and then what the 
‘Church stands for. Bolshevism is 
‘a now phase of socialism which hac 
fits origin and development in 
Russia and which embodies certain 
‘economic and social principles 
‘which the Bolsheviks hold to be 
essential in the uplift of the masses, 
‘The basis of Bolshevism, however, 
fs the Marxian. theory "of class 
struggle. It seeks to control. the 
‘means of production and distribu- 
tion for the benefit of the labourer, 
forgetting that outside of labouring. 
class there are other classes of the 
population, 

Tt is not necessary to say that 
such a state of Bolshevism is not 
possible in China because there is 
‘not in existence a highly organized 
{industrial state in which capital and 
Inbour are constantly battling for 
the returns on production. Despi 
the introduction of the industrial 
system in China the country re- 
mains largely agricultural, 80 per 
gent, of the whole population still 
being rural. There is no class 
sstrugale, and caste system is not the 
character of the Chinese social 
‘order. " Bolshevik principles are not 
understood by the masses. Even 
when understood by intellectuals 
they are generally looked on with 
distrust, bad government, 
civil disturbances and social. unrest 
‘may all be in favour of weleoming 
Bolshevism, but the people as 
a'whole are peace-loving by nature, 
except a minor element of radical 
‘and abhor the idea of anything like 
the struggle of the classes. “Strug- 
isle” is a now term in the dictionary 
of the Chinese language. 


What the Church Is for? 


Now what doos the Church stand 
for? There may be as many 
opinions on this point as there are 
writers, but I think we can all agree 
in saying that the Church stands 
for justice, fairness and good will, 
seeking to'replace the spirit of 
greed and hatred with the spirit 
of friendliness and co-operation. 
Its gospel is a gospel of univer: 
ove. Although it is in sympathy 
with the labour movement of bet 
tering their labouring conditions 
not to the detriment of other 
classes, yet it abhors the idea of 
class struggle. The business of the 
Church is not to fight the battles 
of the Lord. It must speak its con- 
viction and bring its will upon the 
legislator and statesman, Its views 
‘must-be heard upon all great pro- 
blems. 

There are not a few then like 
Br. A. Kok who would quiet the 
voice of the Church if they could 
on all great national world prob- 
Jems for they do not desire the 
Lord of the Church to rule over 
them. Let those who will then ery 
out against the voice of the 
Church, which secks to be the voice 
of the Christian conscience, never- 
theless Christ is the Lord of all 
life. He is there and must be 
reckoned with,

‘To the Editor of the

Si—As the Chinese General 
Chamber of Commerce (at one time 
a reputable body) has now declared 
fan economic war against Britain 
fand-all things British, T suggest 
that we accept the challenge with 
stout hearts and meet them in the 
open with blow for blow.

(4) That insurance losses due to 
Chinese should be similarly treated. 

(5) That-mo Chinese director be 
permitted to sit on the Boards of 
British Companies. 

(6) That British goods which 
were not eléared by Chinese within 
contract time, and which now show 
‘profit, be resold for the benefit 
of the-British merchants concerned. 

(1) That British Banks suspend| 
all transactions forthwith with all 
Chinese, 

(8) That all services to Chinese 
by British Companies, such as the 
supply of coal, or any other 
material, be stopped forthwith, 

(9) That, by way of indemnity, 
the Chinese Chamba: be compelled 
by the Chinese Government to ship 
‘on British ships under British in- 
surance policies, financed through 
British banks, a specificd quantity 
of British goods to various outports 
to be named by the British Cham- 
der, and to be responsible for the 
safe distribution thereof throughout 
ithe interior. 

(10) That no Chinese goods of 
any description be delivered into 
or out of any British wharf or 
godown, or carried on any British 
ship either on inland waters ct: 
overseas, except upon payment of 
fa fee equivalent (no more and no 
less) to that which it is now laid 
down by the various Unions shall 
Ibe charged upon British goods which, 
I understand, is at the rate of 
Th, 1.00 per Tis. 100 value. 

(11) That an area in the Western 
District outside the present Settle- 
ment boundaries be set aside ax 
a British Cyneession for re- 
sidential purposs, into which no 
Chinese would be permitted to enter 
without a pass, though it goes 
without saying that all other for- 
Jeign nationals would be welcome as 
residents, 

(12) Finally, but in_my opinion 
most important of all:—That each 
‘member of the Committee of the 
‘Chinese General Chamber of Com- 
‘merce be immediately arrested and 
‘tried in open Court on a charge of 
“Conduct likely to lead to a breach 
‘of the peace of this Settlement.” 

Surely incitement to a boycott 
and strike for a period of one year 
justifies this charge?

VOTES IN SHANGHAI 


To the Editor of the 
“North-China Daily News” 
sir, 

‘This letter presents the previews 
ly unexprezsed opinion of a large 
number of unrepresented foreign 
vesidents in Shanghai. 

‘We see from recent issue of the 
local press that the possibility of 
votes being given to the Chinese 
ratepayers has arisen, At the same 
time, would it not be as well first 
ler the care of the 
se number of foreigners, re- 
sident in the Settlements, who’ are 
thought sufficiently responsible to 
serve on juries at the summons of 
their respective Consulates, but at 
the same time are not eligible to be 
given a voice in the administration 
Gf the Settlement merely owing to 
the fact that they do not pay their 
rates direct to the Council?

residents over the age of 21, who 
fare registered at their respective 
Consulates, were given the oppor~ 
tunity to have a voice in the ad- 
ministration of the Foreign(?)

The 
effect of this places every worker 
Hongkong of Chinese nationality 
in a dilemma, He has the option 
of relinquishing the advantages of 
life in a foreign settlement, with all 
its amenities, and not least its 
protection to his life and property, 
for life in Canton or some other 
Chinese city.
